‘Dhero is no sound of any buglo call st 
that xavoillé, and the men silently oriso, sit 
up and shake thema:lyes, ahd mostly make 
their toilet by a simplo process of ‘eyo-rubbing 
and lhe assamption of their head goar. Thon 
the camp fires are fit here aud there whero o 
slurp of offcors gathsr together over their 
morning tea and coffee, For thus-early in tho 
eampaiga all the luxavies of boma are’ not 
abandoned ot forgotten, Troop and company 
ovderlies stroll down to the river, bearing 
buckets, aud the rank aud filo munch their 
ration of alip’s bisenit. And before the simple 
moal id barely over, the stealthy word passes 
along the ranks, and « forward march begins, 
ghost-like in tho’duwn. Somewhat clumsity 
mancnvred by thoir chiefs, tho line, three or 
four miles in length, dips down towards the 
river aud crowds at a {aw chosen fording places. 
Thon it spreads out again like an open fan, and
